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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method of producing a plate of steel. 

II. Claims 8-13, drawn to a steel workpiece. 

The inventions listed as l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in both groups is the steel composition and microstructure. This 
element cannot be a special technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the 
element is shown in the prior art. Beguinot et al. ('116) discloses steel sheets and plates 
having 0.24 to 0.30 weight percent carbon; 0 to 2 weight percent silicon and 0 to 2 
weight percent aluminum with the sum of silicon and aluminum being greater than 0.6 
weight percent; 0 to 2 weight percent manganese; 0 to 4 weight percent nickel; 0 to 3 
weight percent chromium; 0 to 0.6 weight percent molybdenum; 0 to 1 .2 weight percent 
tungsten; 0.0005 to 0.005 weight percent boron; 0 to less than 0.3 weight percent of 
each of niobium, vanadium, zirconium, and titanium having a martensitic or 
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martensitic/bainitic structure containing 5 to 15% retained austenite (col. 1, lines 26-55, 
col. 3, lines 56-60, and col. 5, lines 30-58) 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
